For aory tUin a rrionta, new friends have been trying to recall the 
nt.me of a .nan who is director of e new fund for investigative reporting, to 
make possible the writing and publication of articles (only) that otnerwise 
might not be written or publisned. They have not be n able to recall hie firs" 
name, so 1 had not been able to approach him. Nor did I enow that tae fund was 
for articles only, for tney did not. 

For e longer period of time - since early fall or lete summer - a vice 
president of a major publishing house in NYC who saw some of my more recent 
me teriels, knowing his house would not touch this, nes teen casting a round for 
a means of helping. Monday I got from him, remarkably, a letter written to one 
of his authors with whom he had discussed my publishing problems from this man, 
with an explanation of the fund. This man hsd sent it to him with the suggestion 
he send it, to me. Yesterday I phoned, was welc-ned (the director’s wife, apparently, 
w*3 a fan of my eerly work), 9oent some time with this men, snd by an even more 
astounding coincidence, hod an unscheduled luch with a man I 1 v- known slightly 
ior some time who turns out to be one of tne directors. I fully expect tnis man and 
his wife (also familiar witu VfuITihVASii and a doctor) this weekend. 

Wow, because there apparently is tile limitation of an article and because 
tne help can be enormously i portent to tne, in tue beck of my mind naa teen this 
luestion; vm&t kind of an article can 1 propose tuat will not jeopardize future 
or current research., nrobing and pushing and still be helpful, not Juat the boiling 
of a pot to get a little steam. Two tilings have occurred to me. 

One is largely done, the Agnew pert of chapter 18. The other ie an 
article on tue 3tatus of the Archives as reflected in the Ferrie-documents situation 
that exists today, after all these years. Tula came to mind earlier when I drafted 
the encloeed letter to "hosds. If I do tne FeSrie article, tuat is, if I propose 
end tney accept, I’d want to use the summary of CD75, pointing out whnt it says, 
whetner or not it means it, listing the pages of CD75 with references to him, 
telling of hi i woet -L know (possibly including tue 544 3 tuff ) , etc. So, I write to 
get your thoughts end, if you have objections, a statement of them. Aa you both know, 

I nave felt that tuis is tne time for ail- nee and hard work. But if a major magazine 
pieee can a tear, lith what is now going on, 1 think it rnignt uelp, especially if 
it deals with the inte rity of government end tue freed m of information. Here two 
things would be very nelpful: the other Ferrie citations I've asked you to aee if 
J i:a can come up with, and a N.O. FBI repot on a cneck on Oswald at the Cpuble-Chek 
Corp. I nad tnis and do not h^ ve it filed under D-C. Finding it would be a large Job.
